Blacks  In  The  American  Society: 


A Look  At  Some 

"White  people  in  America  are  decent  people  and 
If  they  can  be  shown  the  terrible  conditions  In 
which  other  Americans  live  and  how  this  threatens 
our  society,  they  will  join  together  to  try  to  solve 
these  problems." 

This  thought,  which  appeared  In  a DESERET 
NEWS  editorial,  sets  the  theme  for  the  beginning  of 
a series  of  DAILY  UNIVERSE  articles. 

Many  questions  will  be  asked.  Do  we  understand 
some  of  the  problems  facing  Black  Americans 
today?  And  do  we  know  some  of  the  reasons  why 
so  many  Negroes  seem  to  be  discontent  with  their 
present  status  in  America? 

What  are  the  underlying  reasons  behind  the  riots, 
demonstrations  and  even  boycotts?  Are  many 
Negroes  simply  seeking  revenge  or  do  they  want 
solutions? 

Unfortunately,  many  of  these  questions  contain 
no  simple  answers,  and  some  may  have  no  answers. 

We  of  the  rising  generation  must  discover  the 
solutions  and  answers,  if  they  exist,  or  else 
America's  future  may  not  be  as  hopeful  as  It  was 
nearly  200  years  ago. 

TAKE  A LOOK 

Are  Black  Americans  really  as  bad  off  as  many 
suppose  they  are?  Take  a look. 

In  1966  after  six  consecutive  years  of  economic 
expansion,  41  per  cent  of  the  non-white  population 
was  poor  as  compared  with  12  per  cent  of  the 
whites. 

During  1967,  unemployment  rates  for  non-whites 
were  twice  those  of  whites. 

About  half  a million  poor  Negro  families,  10  per 
cent  of  the  total,  have  lived  all  their  lives  in  rural 
areas  with  very  limited  opportunities  for 
improvement  in  education,  employment,  housing  or 
Income,  according  to  the  U.S.  Dept,  of  Commerce. 

Although  non-white  young  men  average  only 
one-half  year  less  education,  Negro  students  test  out 
at  substantially  lower  levels  than  white  youths,  up 
to  three  years  less  In  the  twelfth  grade.  In  addition, 
about  43  per  cent  of  Negro  youth  are  rejected  for 
military  service  because  of  "mental"  reasons, 
compared  with  an  8 per  cent  rate  for  white  youth. 

REASONS  WHY 

According  to  Dr.  Phil  Thorpe,  director  of  the 
Community  Action  Program  for  Utah  County,  and 
part-time  instructor  at  BYU,  nine  principle  reasons 
account  for  the  Inferior  conditions  of  the  Negro: 

'4,  Theirs.:  wasi;*  the  only  migration  to  America 
which  was  not  voluntary. 


Of  The  Problems 

2.  They  were  the  only  migratory  group  to  come 
to  America  as  slaves  or  as  virtual  pieces  of  property, 
which  status  they  held  for  over  1 00  years. 

3.  They  were  the  only  group  migrating  to  America 
which  was  not  allowed  to  bring  or  maintain  Its 
culture,  language,  or  any  other  vestige  of  a past. 

4.  Family  ties,  traditions  and  feelings  were  broken 
up  through  the  buying,  selling  and  trading  of  slaves 
on  the  market  in  the  southern  states. 

5.  They  were  denied  basic  education  by  law  which 
made  It  illegal  to  educate  a slave  for  over  100  years. 
When  education  was  made  available,  it  was  and  is  to 
this  day  In  most  cases  unequal  in  quality  and 
quantity. 

6.  They  were  denied  ownership  of  property  for 
over  100  years,  which  is  one  of  the  most  sacred 
rights  of  an  American  citizen  and  claimed  by  many 
to  be  the  most  sacred  right  of  the  Constitution. 

7.  They  were  denied  voting  rights  legally  for 
nearly  200  years  and  then  Illegally  ever  since,  in 
many  cases. 

8.  To  this  day  they  have  been  denied  equal 
opportunity  in  housing  and  jobs,  which  are  two  of 
the  most  important  items  for  advancement  and 
betterment  in  our  society. 

9.  Unlike  any  other  migratory  group,  or  minority 
group  of  any  kind,  they  are  black. 

Other  causes  probably  exist.  Since  there  Is  unrest 
among  many  Negroes  in  the  United  States,  the  next 
logical  question  is  what  to  do? 

GET  AT  CAUSES 

Many  sociologists  say  that  to  treat  symptoms  and 
not  causes  is  a dangerous  error.  Others,  such  as  Eric 
Hoffer,  a noted  contemporary  philosopher  believe 
that  "Sociologists  are  not  doctors,  and  the  talk 
about  the  root  causes  of  the  disease,  the  underlying 
infection,  etc.,  is  pretentious  double  talk," 

And  still  others  believe  that  immediate  action 
must  be  taken,  but  at  the  same  time  looking  to  the 
future  for  eventual  cures  to  the  dilemma. 

A final  opinion,  held  by  a noted  university 
president  says  that  "All  social  legislation  has  been 
bad,  but  I do  say  that  in  attempting  to  improve 
society  by  substituting  the  false  God  of  Government 
for  the  supreme  power  of  individual  effort,  we  have 
substituted  the  welfare  state  for  our  individual 
responsibility  and  God-given  freedom,  and  that  this 
is  the  path  that  has  meant  the  end  of  19  civilizations 
in  the  past." 

Whatever  the  answers  to  these  vital  questions, 
these  and  others  will  be  examined  in  more  detail  in 
hopes  of  "joining- together  to  try  to  solve  these 
problems."

ISRAEL  CHARGE 

An  Israeli  spokesman  charged 
that  big  guns  of  the  troops  Iraq 
has  based  in  north  Jordan  since 
the  1967  war  had  shelled  at  least 
12  Israeli  settlements  south  of  the 
Sea  of  Galilee  in  the  past  three 
days.  He  said  the  regulars  from 
that  Arab  nation,  an  eastern 
neighbor  of  Jordan,  also  have 
been  working  closely  with  Arab 
raiders. 

A top-ranking  army  officer  told 
a Tel  Aviv  news  conference  the 
Iraqis  have  been  involved  in  past 
clashes  with  Israel,  “but  this  is  the 
first  time  they  have  opened  up 
heavy  artillery  fire,  with  howitzers 
and  other  big  guns, 
simultaneously  and  on  such  a 
wide  front.” 

“When  they  began  shooting," 
he  said,  “everybody  else, 
Jordanians  included,  chimed  in.” 

He  said' Wednesday's  raid  was 
“strong,  but  not  massive.”  ‘The 
idea,”  he  added,  “was  to  tell  the 
Iraqis  that  if  they  want  to  attack 
they  cannot  go  unpunished.” 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  - 
President-elect  Richard  M.  Nixon 
talked  taxes  with  Rep.

NEW  YORK  (AP)  - A business 
executive  whose  wife  was 
murdered  last  year  announced 
Wednesday  the  creation  of 
Citizens  for  Justice  with  Order, 
which  he  said  will  try  to  involve 
millions  of  people  in  the  war  on 
crime. 

“1  had  a very  deep  personal 
motivation,”  said  H.  Bruce 
Palmer,  60,  a former  insurance 
executive  who  now  is  with  an 
industrial  research  organization. 

He  said  his  organization  already 
has  compiled  a list  of  more  than 
200  projects  for  communities  or 
individuals  to  take  on. 

‘They  range  from  improvement 
of  street  lighting  to 
court-watching,  from  block 
mothers  to  criminology 
scholarships,  from  community 
business  protection  to  youngsters 
on  probation,”  he  said. 

The  organization  hopes  to  raise 
$25  million  in  its  first  drive. 

Comedian  Bob  Hope, 
honorary  national  chairman,  wilt 
kick  off  the  campaign  on  national 
television  Thursday  night,  calling 
for  contributions  from  at  least  10 
million  people.

Nixon  worked,  too,  to  shape  his 
administration’s  negotiating  team 
for  the  Vietnam  peace  talks  in 
Paris.  He  relayed  word  that  there 
has  been  discussion  of  assigning 
Henry  Cabot  Lodge,  now  U.S. 
ambassador  to  West  Germany,  to 
conduct  the  negotiations  after  the 
inauguration. 

The  president-elect  appointed 
Dr.  Paul  W.  McCracken,  a 
University  of  Michigan  professor, 
to  be  chairman  of  his  Council  of 
Economics  Advisers. 

And  he  disclosed  through  a 
spokesman  that  Vice  President 
Hubert  H.  Humphrey,  the 
Democrat  he  defeated  for  the 
White  House,  was  offered  and 
declined  appointment  as  his 
ambassador  to  the  United 
Nations. 

MAY  EASE 

The  cautious  talk  of  easing 
taxes  dealt  with  the  10  per  cent 
income  surtax,  which  under 
current  law  would  expire  next 
June  30.  Nixon  and  Mills  both 
said  that  is  a temporary  levy 
which  should  be  eased  or  ended  as 
soon  as  possible. 

But  they  said  judgment  on  the 
immediate  future  must  await  the 
shaping  of  the  new  federal  budget. 

“It’s  the  hope  that  the  surtax 
can  expire  on  June  30,”  said 
Democrat  Mills,  the  most 
powerful  man  on  Capitol  HiU  in 
shaping  tax  policy.  He  said  Nixon 
shared  that  hope. 

But  Mills  added  that,  at  present 
and  increasing  levels  of 
government  spending,  the  surtax 
cannot  lapse  without  producing 
an  unmanageable  budget  deficit. 

VIETNAM  FACTOR 

Nixon  himself  would  not 
discuss  the  immediate  prospects, 
said  that  the  tax  should  not 
continue  “after  the  obligations  of 


the  war  in  Vietnam  can  be 
reduced.” 

“I  do  not  believe  that  the 
surcharge  should  be  a permanent 
addition  to  our  tax  burden,”  he 
said.  “But  with  regard  to  what  we 
do  this  year,  that  will  depend  on 
the  analysis  of  the  budget,  what 
we  are  able  to  do  with  the 
budget.” 

“1  got  the  very  definite 
impression  that  it  is  the 
president-elect’s  hope,  as  it  is  my 
hope,  that  we  can  bring  about 
economies  in  government,”  Mills 
said. 

Nixon  said  during  the 
presidential  campaign  that  the  tax 
should  expire  as  now  scheduled; 
Mills  said  Nov.  15  he  saw  “little 
possibility”  it  could  be  dropped 
June  30. 

NO  SHIFT 

But  he  denied  there  has  been  a 
shift  in  his  view,  or  that  he  is  at 
odds  with  Nixon  on  that  and 
other  revenue  matters. 

‘This  imagined  divergence  of 
viewpoint  between  the  incoming 
administration  and  myself  has 
been  over-exaggerated,”  he  said. 

Mills  said  he  remains  skeptical 
about  the  use  of  tax  incentives  to 
private  industry  for  participation 
in  social  programs  such  as  job 
training  and  city  rebuilding.  That 
is  a key  Nixon  approach  to  the 
problems  of  poverty  and  urban 
blight. 

But  a short  time  later,  in  an 
address  to  the  National 
Association  of  Manufacturers, 
Mills  said  he  had  come  to  an 
agreement  withNixon  on  the  use 
of  tax  credits  for  social  programs. 
He  mentioned  Nixon’s  campaign 
pledge  to  use  tax  credits  to  private 
enterprise  for  the  training  and 
employment  of  the  hardcore 
unemployed. 


of  the  National  Institutes  of 
Health,  while  Zavaleta  now  is  a 
medical  officer,  a first  lieutenant, 
in  the  Peruvian  navy. 

“I  have  always  felt  a cure  for 
cancer  would  come  from  a 
aossfire  between  chemistry  and 
immunology,”  Miro  Quesada  said. 

“Dr.  Zavaleta  and  I have  been 
conducting  chemical  trials  with 
hopeless  cases-pcople  with  one 
foot  in  the  tomb  and  the  other  on 
a banana  peel.  We  have  been  able 
to  keep  them  alive  for  one  to  % 
years,  until  their  cancer  cells 
became  resistant  to  the  chemicals. 

“Now,  Zavaleta  has  come  up 
with  this  simple  technique.” 

‘‘Some  12  years  ago , 
experiments  with  volunteers  at 
the  Ohio  Penitentiary,  conducted 
by  Sloan-Kettering  Institute 
scientists,  showed  that  the  men 
developed  antibodies  and  soon 
destroyed  cancer  cells  injected 
into  them.  Zavaleta  said  he  had 
worked,  more  recently,  with  Dr. 
Chester  Stock  at  the  institute  in 
New  York  City. 

In  Buffalo,  N.Y.,  at  the  Roswell 
Park  Memorial  Institute,  research 
on  producing  antibodies  is  being 
carried  out  between  pairs  of 
cancer  patients.  While  figures  on 
results  “are  still  in  the  ballpark 
range”  before  closer  analysis, 
roughly  15  per  cent  of  patients 
have  shown  some  measureable, 
objective  signs  of  regression  of 
their  tumors,  and  in  three  to  four 
per  cent  “we  have  seen  complete 
disappearance,  in  one  case  for  20 
months,”  Grace  said.

Dr.  Hofheins  also  mentioned 
that  the  Health  Center  is 
under-staffed  this  year  by  more 
than  two  doctors. 

EMERGENCY? 

Health  Center  hours  are  8 a.m. 
to  4:30  p.m.,  during  which  time  a 
fee  of  S2  per  visit  is  assessed.  Half 
of  this  is  paid  by  Student  Health 
and  Accident  Insurance-provided 
it  was  purchased  when  offered  in 
September. 

After  4:30  p.m.  emergency 
service,  costing  at  least  SS,  (which 
may  also  be  covered  by  the 
student  insurance  program)  is 
available. 

Only  illnesses  and  injuries 
arising  after  normal  hours  are 
considered  emergencies  to  be 
covered  by  insurance. 

Glen  Roundy,  assistant  director 
of  the  center,  cited  instances  in 
which  students  with  injuries  or 
illness  have  attended  class, 
postponing  treatment  until  late  in 
the  day,  expecting  their  insurance 
to  pay  for  such  “emergency”  care. 
This  is  an  abuse  of  the  program;  a 
student  is  expected  to  obtain 
attention,  or  arrange  for  it, 
“immediately.”  If  he  doesn’t,  the 
policy  may  not  cover  the  cost  of 
treatment. 

There  will  be  times  when  a 
student’s  condition  may  worsen 
unexpectedly  after  normal  hours, 
Roundy  admitted.  If  approved  by 
the  examining  physician,  such 
delayed  treatment  may  also  be 
covered  by  insurance.  Students 
should,  however,  avoid  this  if 
possible,  he  said.

The  following 
selection  is  from  the  Preface : 

“MOSAIC  OF  MY  SELF” 

Would  you  come  with  me  . . . through  the  walkways  of 
my  world,  and  let  me  show  you  ...  the  stopping  places, 
the  spots  well-worn  and  dear  to  me,  the  places  I have 
wept,  and  laughed,  and  waited?  Come,  if  you  like,  and 
feel  the  air  I breathe  and  touch  the  textures  that 
surround  my  being,  and  see  the  colors  of  my  days. 

I’ll  walk  along  before  you  and  make  my  paths  known 
to  you,  but  you  must  see  through  your  eyes  and  feel 
through  your  being.  My  world  ...  and  yet .. . we  may 
never  know  exactly  what  feelings  touched,  suffocated, 
blessed,  pained,  or  relieved  each  of  us  while  we  trod  my 
path.

Their  purpose  thus  being  served,  they  lay  quietly 
fulfilled  in  a bottom  drawer,  until  one  day  someone 
showed  me  tliat  other  lives  know  too  ...  and  from  that 
day,  I carefully  lifted  my  papers  from  their  place;  they 
seemed  to  have  grown  mote  universal,  and  I was  ready  to 
extend  them.  Here,  for  you,  is  life  as  I have  known  it; 
here  is  beauty  and  meaning  as  I know  them;  here  is  ray 
self. 

Should  you  choose  to  be  with  me,  to  join  me  for  a 
walk  ...  for  a time,  when  1 can  let  you  feel  my  strength, 
my  peace,  my  searching,  my  crushedness,  my  joy,  and  all 
the  flavors  and  textures,  the  fragrances  and  colors,  then 
you  can  know  that  which  blends  into  my  self.  Bring  with 
you  all  you  are,  and  let  that  creep  into  my  pages;  let  it 
find  relatedness  when  words  ring  true;  let  who  you  ate  be 
here  . . . with  me.

At  BYU  basketball  is  once  again  King. 

While  many  were  home  enjoying  the  brief  respite  from  schoolwork 
that  the  Thanksgiving  vacation  provided,  the  Cougars  were  opening 
their  hoop  season  by  tripping  a highly-regarded  team  from  Southern 
Cahfornia,  95-86. 

For  those  who  were  able  to  attend  the  game  and  for  the  thousands  of 
others  who  enjoyed  it  via  KSL  Radio,  old  memories  were  revived  of 
past  hoop  campaigns.  And,  of  more  importance,  the  performance  of  the 
team  kindled  great  hopes  for  a successful  cage  season. 

But  if  basketball  is  king,  BYU  basketball  coach  Stan  Watts  must 
certainly  be  classified  as  kingmaker. 

Beginning  his  twentieth  season  as  Cougar  head  man,  Stan  has 
compiled  a record  that  is  second  to  none  in  the  Intermountain  area  and 
second  to  only  a handful  on  the  national  scene. 

But  to  substantiate  this  for  unbeUevers  (the  BYU  campus  seems  to 
have  a few)  and  for  those  who  are  new  to  Provo,  perhaps  examples 
would  be  in  order. 

WAC  MARK 

Stan  has  compiled  the  finest  Western  Athletic  Conference  mark  of 
My  WAC  school  at  37-23  since  the  inception  of  the  league.  New 
Mexico  at  33-27  is  the  next  closest  team. 

In  his  19  years  as  head  coach  he  has  only  suffered  two  losing  seasons. 
And  remember,  this  record  was  compiled  while  playing  some  of  the 
toughest  basketball  teams  in  the  country.  This  season,  for  example,  the 
Cats  play  the  seventh  most  difficult  schedule  of  all  NCAA  schools  No 
patsies  for  Stan. 

During  his  tenure  as  head  man,  Stan  has  won  five  league 
championships,  including  two  WAC  crowns  in  six  years,  and  has  twice 
brought  back  the  heavy  hardware  from  theNIT  in  four  tries. 

And  an  item  that  is  often  overlooked-yet  one  that  points  up  the 
great  character-building  that  goes  on  in  the  BYU  basketball  program-is 
tte  fact  that  with  the  exception  of  1968,  the  Cougar  basketbaU  squad 
has  contaibuted  at  least  one  member  of  the  first  team  all-WAC  academic 
squad  since  the  beginning  of  the  league  in  1963.  And  in  1966,  four  of 
the  five  first  team  members  were  Cougar  basketballers' 

But  what  of  Stan  Watts,  the  man? 

For  as  long  as  this  writer  can  remember  and  undoubtedly  for  many 
years  previously,  a swirl  of  controversy  has  engulfed  the  Cougar  head 
basketball  coach. 

He  s a great  coach  . . , look  at  his  record,”  proclaim  many.  Yet 
others  reply  that  “BYU  has  had  some  of  the  greatest  talent  in  the 
country  and  yet  we  are  only  mediocre  most  of  the  time.”  Perhaps  a 
remark  by  the  personable  gentleman  himself  would  be  an  appropriate 
comment  to  these  two  extremes. 

Coaching  is  a hazardous  profession,”  Stan  confessed.  “It  seems  that 
if  you  win,  people  say  you  have  the  ‘horses,’  but  if  you  lose  you’re  a 
crummy  coach.  “It  amazes  me  how  cruel  some  people  can  be.  I 
remember  in  1966  when  we  went  down  to  New  Mexico  and  had  a bad 
night.  When  we  got  home,  some  fan  actually  put  a note  under  the  door 
of  one  of  the  players  calling  him  every  filthy  name  in  the  book  and 
accusing  him  of  giving  up  during  the  game.  Yet  very  likely  the  same  fan 
or  others  who  felt  the  same  way  were  the  loudest  in  their  praise  when 
we  went  on  to  win  the  NIT  championship  that  same  year.” 

Coach  Watts  grew  up  in  Murray,  Utah,  and  was  an  all-around  athlete 
at  both  Murray  High  and  Weber  State  before  coming  to  BYU.  While  at 
the  Y he  starred  in  three  sports  and  proved  to  have  a quick  mind  when 
it  came  to  athletics. 

NO  LAW  CAREER 

“I  originally  planned  to  go  to  law  school,”  chuckled  Stan,  “but  I 
didn’t  have  enough  money  so  I decided  to  go  into  coaching  instead.” 
Millard  High  School  was  his  first  post  and  he  headed  football, 
basketball  and  track  diuing  his  three  years  there.  Dixie  College 
occupied  Stan’s  time  until  1947  when  he  returned  to  Provo  as  head 
baseball  coach  and  assistant  basketball  coach.  The  Watts  era  began  at 
B'YU  in  1949  when  the  head  coaching  spot  opened  up  on  the  basketball 
team  and  Stan  was  appointed. 

Since  that  time,  the  Cougars  have  posted  an  impressive  367-214 
record  for  19  years  of  top-flight  college  basketball.

Although  the  following  anecdote  isn’t  exactly  in  the  realm  of  sports, 

I pass  it  on  to  those  who  have  had  trouble  smiling  during  the  past  few 
days,  in  hopes  that  it  might  help.  Dr.  Mabey  of  the  Political  Science 
Dept . tells  of  the  time  he  was  taking  a tour  of  Russia  with  a group  from 
the  United  States.  Being  a meticulous  student,  the  good  professor 
approached  the  bus  driver  during  the  tout  of  Moscow  and  began 
chatting  with  him  in  hopes  of  improving  his  pronunciation  of  Russian.

The  regular  1968  fishing  season 
has  just  ended  but  that  does  not 
mean  that  we  have  to  put  away 
our  rods  and  reels  until  next  year. 

Many  rivers  and  lakes  remain 
open  throughout  the  year  offering 
plenty  of  fishing  for  such  fish  as 
rainbow  and  brown  trout, 
whitefish,  walleyes,  whitebass, 
largemouth  bass  and  catfish. 

Whitefish  can  be  caught  in  the 
Weber  River  in  Morgan  and 
Summit  counties  as  well  as  the 
Logan  and  Blacksmith  Fork  rivers 
in  Cache  county.  The  Duchesne 
River  in  Duchesne  county  is  also 
open. 

Rainbow  trout  can  almost 
always  be  found  in  Flaming  Gorge 
Reservoir  and  Lake  Powell.  Nine 
Mile  Reservoir  near  Manti,  Mantua 
Reservoir  near  Brigham  City  and 
Mill  Meadow  and  Minersville 
Reservoirs  are  also  open  year 
round. 

Closer  to  Provo,  the  season  is 
open  at  Deer  Creek  Reservoir, 
Provo  Canyon,  until  the  water 
freezes  over.  Ice  fishing  is  not 
permitted  on  Deer  Creek 
Reservoir. 

WALLEYES,  BASS 

Utah  Lake  will  be  open  all  year 
and  offers  some  good  fishing  for 
walleyes  and  especially  white  bass. 
For  the  next  few  weeks  be  very 


careful  with  thin  ice  on  Utah 
Lake! 


Walleyes  can  be  found  around 
Bird  Island  and  Lincoln  Beach, 
but  the  real  walleye  fishing  will 
not  start  until  the  spring  when 
they  can  be  found  spawning  up 
the  Provo  River. 


White  bass  fishing  can  be  very 
good  at  this  time  of  year  if  they 
can  be  found  schooling.  The  warm 
springs  around  Lincoln  Beach 
offers  some  fine  ice  fishing. 
Bobbing  a small  jog  or  spinner  up 
and  down  is  the  best  way  to  fish 
for  white  bass.  Some  people  do 
use  bait,  however. 

While  ice  fishing  in  Utah,  make 


sure  that  you  are  warmly  dresl 
have  something  with  which  to| 
a hole  in  the  ice  and  t| 
something  to  sit  on. 

A short  rod  or  a simple  d 
line  will  work  much  better  tlu 
long  pole  when  ice  fish 
Another  tip  to  remember  is 
remove  any  snow  from  around 
hole  you  make  in  the  ice.  ' 
added  light  seems  to  attract  m 
fish.

For  Article 


Dr.  Neal  E.  Lambert,  assistant 
professor  of  English  at  BYU  has 
been  presented  the  first  annual 
$100  award  for  an  article  judged 
to  be  the  best  to  appear  during 
1968  in  the  “Utah  State  Historical 
Society  Quarterly.” 

The  award  was  announced  by 
Dr.  Everett  Cooley  of  the  Utah 
State  Historical  Society  and  was 
given  for  an  article  titled  “Saints, 
Sinners  and  Scribes:  A Look  at 
Mormons  in  Fiction.” 

The  article  is  a brief  survey  of 
the  Mormon  image  in  American 
fiction  and  emphasizes  the  view  of 
the  Mormon  as  a Uterary  villain. 

The  award  was  originated  this 
year  and  will  be  given  annually  for 
the  best  article  as  selected  by  the 
publication’s  board  of  editors. 


for  one  class  period  each  week. 
The  other  1 6 classes  are  presented 
by  the  individual  instructors  in 
the  separate  sections. 

Currently,  there  are  nine 
sections  participating  in  the  TV 
lectures,  with  six  combining  for 
the  Thursday  8 a.m.  TV  hour  and 
three  for  the  Wednesday  3 p.m. 
hour. 

According  to  Dr.  Berrett, 
Church  History  courses  are  much 
more  adaptable  to  the  TV 
situation  than  any  other  course 
previously  attempted  by  the 
college.  The  two  main  advantages 
are  the  variety  of  professors  for 
the  different  lectures  and  the 
great  amount  of  time  spent  in 
preparing  each  lecture.  Dr.  Berrett 
also  stated  that  the  film  chps, 
slides,  maps  and  charts  inserted  in 
the  TV  lectures  lend  particular 
interest  to  the  class. 

CHURCH  HISTORY 
Besides  the  241  course, 
production  is  now  under  way  for 
the  Religion  242  TV  lectures.  The 
242  class  covers  church  history 
from  the  time  of  Brigham  Young 
to  the  present. 

One  of  the  innovations  to  be 
introduced  in  the  242  lectures  will 
be  the  use  of  a large  rear 
projection  screen,  which  will 
enable  background  pictures  to 
appear  large  behind  the  lecturer.
